In concluding his speech at the New 


York banquet Lord Coleridge 
used 


these words : "As for your wealth, it 
was not your colossal fortunes that in- 
terested me. I can see great estates and 
sufficiently enormous fortunes at home. 
I should be disposed to give a wide 
berth to these things, because millions 
of dollars confuse my mind and are 
irrelevant to my tastea. But what I do 
rejoice to ace; what has iiilled me with 
delight; what I have longed to see, but 
never will see in England, is the con- 
dition of your upper lower, and middle 
classes. 
I met highly educated men 


who would do credit to any capital dif- 
fused throughout the country, and what 
still js more delightful, I saw tensj of 
thousands of comfortable houses, all 
lived in by their owners. I am told that 
ibis possession of homes is pretty gen- 
eral; that your farmers generally own 
their farms, you gentlefolk* their houses, 
arid your artisans their cottage s. 
Tba 


interest in them that results from be- 
ing in their own homes is one that noth- 
ing else can give . Think what solid satis- 
faction and content this is in time of 
peace! This is your great glory, your 
real happiness! Lst me entreat you to 
keep it, to guard it, never let it 
go. 


Don't be deluded by the splendor hal- 
lowed by discontent and misery where 
ths feudal system prevails. I say this, 
because certain English periodicals are 
constantly advising yon that you would 
be so much batter off under a mon- 
archy with an entail and the older pa- 
triarchal relations that we hare found 
so plesant in Ireland. [Applausa.] I 
cannot help asking myself, whenever I 
read these things, where did those peo- 
ple go ia America? What air did they 
breathe and with whom did they con- 
sort? Though I feel deeply the excell- 
ence of the American system, it must 
not be supposed for a moment that I 
am loat to that of my own country. 
Each is the complement of the other. 
Imitation in either case would be in my 
judgment bs a great mistake. It is 
the simple truth that joined togetker as 
allies, England and America would be 
absolutely irresistible in 
tha world. 


[Applause.] I most earnestly hope that 
the present happy state of feeling will 
long continue. I assure yon that there 
is^not in any honest Englishman the trace 
of gouging when he thinks of the mag 
nifioence of yourfature. I hope no un- 
scrupulous statesman, no malignant 
writer, on either side of the water will 
ever separate, us." [Great applause.]

Governor Murray of Utah, baa 


just sent a report to the Secretary 
of the Interior. He says there has 
long existed In Utah a combination 
to nullify the laws of Congress. 
This conspiracy led to open rebel- 
lion at one time, and continues to 
evade and defeat the plain will of 
Congress, and he urges that the 
Act of Congress of 62, dealing with 
its affairs, meet not only spiritual 
but temporal assistance. He calls 
attention also, to the violation of 
the Act of '62, which declares it 
unlawful for any corporation or 
association for religious or charita- 
ble purposes to acquire or hold real 
estate of greater value than $50,000, 
within any city, in any Territory. 
The Mormon Church, according to 
the latest census, possessed property 
Within one county to the amount 
of $2,500,000. He says it is impos- 
sible . to estimate the amount of 
property hela by the church in 
other counties. 
He says he also 


finds that, notwithstanding the law 
of '62 forbidding bigamy, it con- 
tinues to be openly taught and 
practiced. 
He recommends that 


the United States military be made 
available, and that it be made law- 
ful for United States soldiers to be 
used for the execution of processes 
out of the Courts of the United 
States, in the hands of the United 
States Marshal, and that their ser- 
vices under proper restrictions, in 
case of riot, insurrection, domestic 
violence, and for the preservation 
of the peace, be made more readily 
effective than under the present 
law. He says independent of every 
Act of Congress relating to the Ter- 
ritory of Utah, the ecclesiastical 
government exists thor6 to-day, 
has existed 30 years, and is intended 
to provide temporal laws. 
As a 


remedy for this condition of affairs, 
he asks 'that if the Legislature 
elected under the Edmunns law, 
fail to repeal all laws passed by the 
former Legislature, by which the 
laws of Congress have been nulli- 
fied, and fail to pass laws forbid- 
ding polygamy, and fail to recog- 
nize the sovereign authority of the 
United States, then Congress shall 
repeal that section of the organic 
Act establishing such a body, and 
assume control in the government 
of the Territory.

representatives, the good of the 
whole people is best promoted. The 
State provides for an annual insti- 
tute, and the State Board of Educa- 
tion recommends that a session be 
held this year. Hence, it is ear- 
neatly hoped that, in the efforts to 
advance the cause of education, 
through institute work, the State 
will receive the hearty co-operation 
of all the Country Superintendents 
of .schools, school trustees, teachers, 
and the public generally.
